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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 27, 28, and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jeffries. 

Jeffries shows a wheelchair with a quick-release wheel attachment mechanism 
including a hub assembly, an axle 38, a spring actuated element 1 1 , and a release 
element 126 in a receiving member 136 fixed to the wheelchair. Portion 144, 146 of the 
hub engages a receiving member 134 on the frame to fix that portion of the hub to the 
frame. 

Jeffries shows the member 1 34 that is fixed to the frame being inserted into a 
cooperating portion of the hub, rather than the hub portion captured within the fixed 
portion. However, it would have been an obvious reversal of parts to have the hub 
portion extend out into the fixed portion, in order to avoid an outwardly jutting portion on 
the frame. It is not clear if the eccentric portions of the hub and fixed portion extend out 
at least an inch from the centerline of the axle, however, it would have been an obvious 
design choice to have them extend at least an inch from the axis, in order to provide a 
sturdy connection. 

3. Claims 1-26, 31 and 32 are allowed. 
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4. Claim 29 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 27, 28, and 30 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

6. Applicants amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
